GRANITE CITY — Faced with a mixed 
decision from voters, library board members 
will meet- foment to determine whether. they 
will petition the courts to allow contiguous 
Precincts outside the city to join the newly 
created library district on a precinct-only 
basis, Librarian Robert Stack said. 


City voters approved a proposal to create 
a library district Tuesday. They also agreed 
that much of the area served by School Dis- 
trict 9 could be accepted into the library 
district, but voters outside the city declined 
to join the newly-created district. 


Court approval is necessary before such a 
precinct-by-precinct move could be imple- 
mented, library officials said. They believe 
that precincts whose boundaries touch the 
city limits might be eligible to join the 
library district under current law 


The proposal for District 9 areas outside 
the city (and outside Pontoon Beach and 
Madison) to join the new library district 
failed by only 23 votes of the 1,305 cast, 
according to unofficial totals from the county 
clerk. There were 641 (49.1 percent) for and 
664 (50.9) against joining the library district. 

Within Granite City, 2,398 (72.5. percent) 
voted to allow Annexation of the outlying 
areas; 908 (27.5 percent) voted against for a 
total of 3,306 votes cast on the issue 

On the question of conversion to a library 
district, 1,669 (52.9 percent) voted yes and 
1,488 (47.1 percent) voted no for a total of 
3,157 votes on the issue.

Not all primary voters cast a vote on the 
library issue. 

Creation of a library district means that 
the library is now removed from control of 
the city of Granite City and library board 
members will be elected by voters, rather 
than be appointed by the Granite City mayor 
as they are now. 

The first election: will likely be held in 
April 1991, Stack said. Until then, the current 
board members will remain as custodians of

The election results leave unanswered a 
question that has plagued the library and

EPA’s figures don’t add up 


scientifically,

GRANITE CITY — The U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency is being ‘almost intellectually 
dishonest” when it sets a soil lead level of 500 
parts per million or greater as sole criteria for 
determining a health hazard, in the opinion of an 
industry expert. 

And ‘area mayors are “right on target’? when 
demanding blood lead studies of local residents 
before cleaning up the Taracorp lead pile in Gran- 
ite City, according to Daniel Vornberg, environ- 
mental manager for the Doe Run Company’s Her- 
culaneum (Mo.) Lead Smelter. 

Vornberg is the industry member of the interna- 
tional Society of Environmental Geochemistry and 
Health task force which has ca two years pre- 
paring guidelines on lead in soil. 

He said the scientific community is on the 
threshold of being able to establish a cause/effect 
formula for soil lead levels to blood lead levels. 
The results of the task force’s study are due to be

“Until you can predict over and over again what 
(blood lead level) people will have based on the 
level of lead in the soil, you’re not being honest 
when you set a number,’’ Vornberg said. 

But the EPA's Brad Bradley, project manager 
for the $25 million Superfund Taracorp lead con- 
tamination cleanup plan, said the cutoff level of 
500 ppm is not going to change, no matter what a 
study of blood lead might show. 

““A blood study is under consideration,’’ Bradley 
said. ‘“‘But-we’re not going to use it to set the 
cleanup level. It’s not useful to us.’’ 

Bradley said a blood lead study would “‘only be 
useful’’ in establishing how much contamination 
has already taken place and not in establishing 
future risk. 

“There is nothing wrong with the EPA wanting 
to reduce risk,’’ Vornberg said. ‘‘But reduce risk 
based on science. The (soil lead) numbers they’re 
using don’t necessarily fit what current studies

as part of continuing developments in the Tara- 
corp case. 

The children said they play together outside 
from the time they get home from school at Prath- 
er Elementary until dark. .

All of them had heard about lead in the dirt in 
their yards and looked toward the prospect of 
heavy equipment digging up their yards as an 
adventure. 

Deciding which yards will be removed, and how 
deeply, is one of the EPA’s next steps, according 
to Brad Bradley, EPA cleanup project manager. 

The decision will be based on soil samples, he 
said, and not all the yards in the area shown on 
past maps will be torn up. 

It’s also possible, he said, some yards not 
included on current maps will be removed. 

Bradley said the soil testing, and its accompany- 
ing design period, should take about a year.

GRANITE CITY — Ricky 
‘Fellor is headed back to prison 
16 months after an investigation 
got him freed from a 20-year 
sentence for armed robbery. 

» Tellor, 37, of Madison plead- 
éd guilty March 15 to posses- 
sion of a controlled substance 
Ccodeine) and was sentenced to 
two years by Madison County 
Circuit Judge Andy Matoesian. 

: The guilty plea means Tellor 
must serve seven months 
remaining on his robbery sen- 
tence, He was given a sentence 
reduction from 20 years to 14 
years in November 1988 after 
an investigation unearthed a 
witness who said Tellor was 
with her-on June 12, 1981, when 
the J & J Liquor store in Gran- 
ite City was robbed. 

The investigation was begun 
at the request of then State’s 
Attorney Dick Allen, who left 
office less than two weeks after 
Tellor was freed. 

Tellor served 712 years of the 
robbery sentence. The new sen- 
tence. and the time remaining 
on the old sentence will be 
served concurrently. 

. Tellor will probably be eligi- 
ble for parole again in about 
one year, said Assistant State’s 
Attorney Randy Massey, but 
the Prisoner Review Board of 
the illinois Department of Cor- 
rections will ultimately deter- 
mine when Tellor is eligible for 
parole.

County Jail in Edwardsville, 
Tellor will be transferred to 
Graham Correctional Center in 
Hillsboro, Ill., as soon as paper- 
work is completed, said a 
spokesman for the Department 
of Correections. 

Granite City police confiscat- 
ed three codeine pills from Tel- 
lor Jan. 22 after Tellor alleged- 
ly pulled a knife on an East St. 
Louis man at National Food 
Store. He was charged with 
aggravated assault and assault, 
Pleading innocent Jan. 23, he 
was released on his own recog- 
nizance. 

On March 4 Tellor allegedly 
interfered with police who were 
arresting two other men at Gol- 
die’s Tavern, 1800 State St. He 
was arrested and booked for 
aggravated assault and disor- 
derly conduct. While in custody, 
he was served with a drug pos- 
session warrant resulting from 
the January arrest. 

On June 12, 1981, 
Liquors, a man wearin; 
mask held a gun to the head of 
a store clerk’s 14-year-old 
daughter to force the clerk to 
hand over money. The clerk 
swore Tellor was the robber, 
but that was the only solid evi- 
dence, officials have said. 

Tellor was freed from the 
armed robbery sentence in 
November 1988 after Linda 
Miller of Fairmont City told a 
county investigator that Tellor 
had been with her that night. 
Circuit Judge Philip J. Rarick 
ordered Tellor's sentence 
reduced from 20 to 14 years.

No action yet on federal judge for Alton

WASHINGTON — A Dill that 
would add a federal judge to the 
Southern District of Illinois, pos- 
sibly creating a seat in Alton, 
has so far failed to attract the 
support of federal lawmakers 
outside the state. 


The district’s three judges 
have said they would consider 
locating a fourth seat in Alton if 
the new position is created, a 
move that could prevent the fed- 
eral courthouse on 501 Belle St. 
from closing. Court services are 
being centralized at the East St. 
Louis federal building. 

But the legislation to add a 
fourth judge, introduced in Octo- 
ber by House Minority Leader 


Robert Michel, R-Peoria, and 
Rep. Frank Annunzio, D-Chica- 
go, continues to languish in com- 
mittee. The House Judicial Com- 
mittee has not scheduled a 
hearing or taken any other 
action on the bill. 

“We're still in the process of 
collecting cosponsors for the bill, 
but so far they are all from 
within the state,’’ said Missy 
Tessier, press aide for Michel. 

Michel said he introduced the 
bill, which would also create 
three other judgeships in Llinois, 
to address the problem of a fed- 
eral court case backlog in Iili- 
nois. 

“The problem of case overload 
in’ Illinois is so severe it is 
reaching crisis proportions,” 
Michel said. 


Illinois’ three regional federal 
court ricts are some of the 
busiest in the nation, he said. 


David Sellars, a spokesman 
for the Administrative Office of 
the Courts, which represents the 
judicial branch of the federal 
government, said Illinois n 
more federal judges but that 
case overload is a problem 
across the nation 


“We support legislation creat- 
ing 173 new judgeships -through- 
out the country because we know 





it is a problem,” said Sellars. 
“‘But we don’t think it should be 
resolved on a piecemeal, state- 
by-state basis."’ 


The Michel bill would create 
one permanent and one tempo- 
rary judgeship in the Northern 
District of Illinois, and one tem- 
porary judgeship in each of the 
Southern and Central districts. A 
temporary judge serves for five 
years, at which time Congress 
has the option of making the 
seat permanent.

show.” 

Blood lead levels in children 
living around a Herculaneum, 
Mo., smelter were part of a 
nationwide study conducted in 
1975 of heavy metal contamina- 
tion in children living near pri- 
mary. non-ferrous smelters. 

In 1984, Vornberg and Pat 
Phillips of the Missouri Depart- 
ment of Health repeated the 
study around the Herculaneum 
smelter based on the 1975 model. 

At the same time, the study 
attempted to relate those blood 
lead levels to environmental 
sources such as soil lead using 
the EPA Biokinetic Uptake Mod- 
el. Vornberg said that, using the 
model, the predicted blood level 
and actual blood level were close 
enough to merit further study. 
‘For the 1984 study, soil lead 
and household dust lead levels 
were not measured, but, using 
the EPA model were predicted 
at 500 ppm in the areas closest 
to the smelter. 

In 1985, actual soil and house- 
hold dust samples were taken 
and, in the area closest to the 
smelter, were found to be 1,458 
ppm and 2,080 ppm, respective- 
ly 





Using the actual data collect- 
ed, a scientific paper presented 
at the ‘Lead in Soil: Issues and 
Guidelines’’ conference held in 
1988 at Chapel Hill, N.C., by 
Vornberg, Phillips and James 
Lanzafame suggested modifica- 
tion of the amount of dirt eaten 
daily by children in the EPA’s 
predictive model. 2 

The EPA’s model shows a 
child eats an average of .2 
grams, or 200 micrograms, of 
dirt a day. Based on field data 
ftom Herculaneum and three 
other sources, Vornberg and sev- 
eral other scientists say the 
actual amount should be 60 
micrograms, or .06 grams a day. 
~The modified model matches 
agtual data collected in 1975 and 
1984 and, using the model, Vorn- 
berg was able to make a base- 
line projection for 1990. And, by 
varying the amounts of lead in 
the air, dust and soil, modified 
Projections were made of what 
effect reductions in those levels 
would have. 
The projected baseline blood 
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lead level for 1990 would drop 3.9 
micrograms per deciliter from 
the 1984 Jevel of 13.8 micrograms 
per deciliter, to 9.9 micrograms 
per deciliter. 

Using the same model, an 85 
percent reduction in the soil lead 
level would lead to a blood lead 
level of 8.6 micrograms per deci- 
liter or a 13.1 percent reduction. 

A 50 percent reduction in 
indoor dust lead would lead to a 
blood lead level of 6.6, or a 33.3 
percent reduction, and a 75 per- 
cent reduction in indoor dust 
lead would bring a blood lead 
level of 5.0, or a 49.5 percent 
reduction. 

The conclusion to the Vorn- 
berg, Phillips and Lanzafame 
study says: 

“As a result of the study at 
Herculaneum, the authors are 
advocating that the biokinetic 
uptake model or a subsequent, 
more sophisticated version be 
used in developing a strategy to 
reduce blood lead levels in a 
community where a documented 
health problem exists 

“It is clear from the predic- 
tive power of this tool that we 
have moved beyond designating 
a simple soil lead standard or 
air lead standard and we must 
attack the problem on a case-

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Diet rules being met here

GRANITE CITY — Because 
recent media attention may have 
given the impression all very- 
low-calorie diets are alike and 
dangerous to one’s health, offi- 
cials at St. Elizabeth Medical 
Center are seeking to ‘‘set the 
record straight.” 

The Journal of the American 
Medical Association (JAMA) 
recently published guidelines 
recommending that very-low-cal- 
orie diets be used only by those 
who are severely overweight, 
and that they be supervised by 
specially-trained physicians. 

The Optifast- Program at 
SEMC meets both the new guide- 
lines and those of the AMA, as 
well as criteria established by 
the American Dietetic Associa- 
tion. 

“Optifast has a rigorous 
admission policy and only 
enrolls patients who are severely 
overweight,’’ said Robert Blan- 
kenship, M.D., medical director 
of the Optifast Program at 
SEMC 

“Severely overweight is 
defined as anyone who is at least 
30 percent or 50 pounds above 


their ideal body weight.”” 

The authors of the JAMA arti- 
cle — Thomas A. Wadden, 
Ph.D., Theodore B. Van Itallie, 
M.D., and George L. Blackburn, 
M.D., Ph.D. — said they are 
alarmed by the possible con- 
sumption of very-low-calorie 
diets by persons who are not 
severely overweight, or who do 
not receive appropriate medical 
supervision. 

They also find particular fault 
with medical practitioners who 
dispense very-low-calorie diets 
without the training or the 
resources to deliver comprehen- 
sive care. 

Appropriate medical supervi- 
sion by properly trained physi- 
cians is needed throughout treat- 
ment, they wrote, to ensure that 
any complications that may 
arise are quickly identified and 
readily managed. 

Blankenship said patients in 
the Optifast Program are exam- 
ined weekly by a physician who 
has received Special training in 
obesity treatment, and they also 
have laboratory work done every 
other week.

The fast- 
ing phase should be 12 to 16 
weeks long and the maintenance 
phase a minimum of three to 
four months of weekly sessions 
where changes in behavior and 
eating habits are learned. 

“Dieters consume 400 to 800 
calories daily through a high- 
protein powder for 12 weeks, in 
most cases, before gradually 
eating normal food again,’’ Dr. 
Blankenship said of the Optifast 
Program. 

‘““The maintenance phase is an 
important component of the pro- 
gram because it reinforces the 
learned behaviors. It’s a lifelong 
program of continued support, 
available to all participants.”

Round robin tourney off 1990 schedule

GRANITE CITY — The War- 
rior baseball schedule doesn't 
look all that much different than 
in the past.

Granite City will not host a 
round robin tournament as it has 
for the past several years, But 
Warrior coach Bob Stegemeier 
said it has little to do with what 
happened last year.

Warrior catcher Wallace established 
as area’s top’professional prospect

GRANITE CITY — Joe Wal- 
lace hasn’t been.the Warriors’ 
starting catcher forever. It just 
feemm like a “2." 

As the 1987 Warriors emerged 
as one of the top teams in the 
area, coach Bob Stegemeier 
made a bold move, He promoted 
Wallace — then just a skinny 
freshman — to the starting posi- 
tion behind the plate at mid-sea- 
son. Wallace handled the catch- 
ing duties from then on out as 
the Warriors finished 29-10 and 
missed going to the state tourna- 
ment by one game. 

The Warriors have yet to 
return to those heights, but Wal- 
lace’s star has continued to rise 
‘in the ensuing three years. Last 
week, the 6-1, 180-pounder made 
a verbal commitment to play 
college baseball next year at 
Oklahoma State. The Cowboys 
have one of the finest programs 
in the land, and the faet they 
recruited Wallace without ever 
having seen him first-hand 
S| ks volumes for the reputa- 
tion he has gained.

As wel ed Wallace has hit the 
ball, it’s his development into a 
top-flight defensive catcher 
which has really caught the eye.

“I concentrated a lot more on 
my catching last year,’’ said 
Wallace. “I got kind of a bad 
rap on passed balls my sopho- 
more year. But coach Stege- 
meier was just trying to help me 
by giving me a lot. It made me 
better.””

GRANITE CITY — Bob Stege- 
meier felt the Warrior baseball 
team was a little underrated last 
year.
